War left the United State* be­ 
yond any question the greatest and 
by far the richest of all world pow­ 
ers. 
The role of hanker to the nations 
ha.-* passed from the Txmdon money 
center to that of New 
York.

all are deeply

debt to 
America 
and while repay­ 
ment in 
some 
cases 
undoubtedly 
will be 
long deferred, the fact that 
these obligations exist gives to this 
country 
an 
authority such 
ah she 
never before possessed. 
It is the fashion in Europe to say 
that the United States alone profited 
by the conflict. 
It is true that she fought unsel­ 
fishly and for high ideals. 
In doing 
so, undoubtedly she profited 
moral­ 
ly. 
hi other respects, she loet, 
as 
every belligerent lost. . She lost 
in 
men. 
Financially, by just what she 
spent, she is poorer. Taxes are high­ 
er. 
Prosperity is returning but deep 
depression cam.- first. 
The war left 
scare. 
Politically, 
as 
in 
every country 
which had a part in the strife, peace 
brought change in the United States. 
The Wilson leadership passed. 
Dem­ 
ocrats might have gone out and Re­ 
publicans have come in, in any case, 
but the enormous majority by virtue 
of which President Harding was sent 
to the White House 
unquestionably 
wa. due to causes growing out of the 
war. 
England 
In England the war-time adminis­ 
tration in which the two big parties, 
Liberal 
and 
Conservative, 
joined 
forces under the leadership of 
Pre­ 
mier Lloyd George, has but just gone 
down. 
The oM party system of govern­ 
ment has been resumed, with a Con­ 
servative, Andrew Bonar Law, at the 
helm as premier. The situation is un­ 
certain, however. ’There must be an 
election soon and its outcome is im­ 
possible to predict. 
Britain’s strength 
and 
wide ex­ 
perience as 
a 
trading power 
has 
stood her in good stead in recovering 
from her commercial disorganization 
due to the war, as is testified to elo­ 
quently by the steady appreciation of 
her money, now not far below parity 
with that of the United States, and 
far above it in comparison with most 
of th. other countries of the world. 
Ireland, in fulfillment of war-time 
promises, though not without a pro­ 
longed period of strike, 
has 
been 
granted virtual independence within 
the British Empire. 
While it would not be correct 
to 
say that England’s hold on her over­ 
seas possessions, 
like Canada 
and 
Australia, has been loosened, it is a 
fact that they show a disposition to 
insist henceforward upon a much full­ 
er voice in imperial affairs than ever 
before. 
Francg 
In France, as elsewhere, the 
war 
leader, Georges 
Clemenceau, 
is in 
retirement, and 
Raymond Poincare, 
in the' | render's chair, 
is directing 
the country’s rehabilitation. 
The dominant thought of the Gal­ 
lic administration, ever since the in­ 
vader was driven from French soil, 
has been collection of the sum ex­ 
acted, as reparations, from Germany. 
France, the most severely stricken 
by actual war of any of the 
great 
powers involved 
in 
the 
conflict, 


lacked either the enormous resources 
of the United States or the 
huge 
commerce of the British to facilitate 
her return toward prosperity. 
Con­ 
sidering the 
extent 
of her 
loases, 
however, she has made remarkable 
progress. 
Germany 
For political change, 
though 
all 
have experienced it, no country 
in 
western Europe has anything to of­ 
fer in comparison 
with what Ger­ 
many has undergone. 
Ruled at the time the war broke 
out by an imperial dynasty 
which 
seemed a* firmly established 
as any 
in the world, the country is a 
re­ 
public today, and with small 
pros­ 
pect, despite some reactionary mut­ 
tering*, of a return to anything like 
the old system, to say nothing of the 
fallen royal house. 
Financially the situation leaves 
a 
great deal to be desired. 
President 
Elbert 
and Chancellor Wirth 
talk 
plainly of national bankruptcy 
un­ 
less the Allied reparations 
terms are 
materially modified. 
In the matter of re-establishing her 
industries the republic 
has surprised 
the world, although 
her production 
clearly falls short, perhaps by half 
or more, of the volume it was believ­ 
ed she was about to attain. 


•Italy 
Italy- has had turbulent 
political 
conditions to deal with ever since the 
war ended. 
The people were dissatisfied 
with 
the territorial award made to 
their 
country by 
the 
peace 
conference. 
There was, 
for a time, 
fifteen com­ 
munistic sentiment throughout 
the 
kingdom. 
This the patriotic organ­ 
ization 
known as the Fascist! 
was 
formed to combat. 
Premier Orlando, who was in office 
when the war ended, was driven out 
by popular outcry against the terms 
he was forced to accept at Versailles. 
Premier Facta, 
less 
than a month 
ago, hiid to reeign in the face of an 
uprising of not much less than revo­ 
lutionary proportions engineered by 
the Fascisti; and 
the leader of this 
formidable group, Benito 
Mussolini, 
was installed in his place, virtually 
with dictorial powers. 


Russia 
In Russia 
the 
overturning 
has 
been eompletest of all. 
The czar and his family are gone. 
Not only the old government organi­ 
zation, hut the old social order 
is 
gone. 
Civilization, as the 
western 
world understands it, seems to have 
disappeared. 
Even 
so 
radical 
a 
regime as that established by Keren­ 
sky, when the monarchy was over­ 
thrown, was upset by the super-radi­ 
cals who rule today. 
To all intents and purposes Russia 
has ceased, for the time being, 
to 
exist as part of the world. 


{Others 
Of the leseer countries which the 
war touched it is 
too soon to 
say 
much. 
Belgium, deeply as she was strick­ 
en, is showing wonderful powers 
of 
recovery. 
Turkey, 
driven out 
of 
Europe, 
seems certain to come hack, perhaps 
pretty strongly, considering tha,t the 
«sultan is religious head of the Mo­ 
hammedan world. 
Poland and a brood of new little 
states in

Europe and 
the

utary to the Arctic Ocean. 
In

n.ade a cut in the earth .1000 feet long 
by 60 feet deep.

found nothing 
surprising at 
first—just 
the usual 
layers of earth and ice. 
“But when we reachetl a «h*pth 
of 
45 feet we came to n beaver dam . 
The beaver «lam was 45 feet benvath 
the surface. 
We knew we had un­ 
covered a beaver city obler than any 
human city in th.* world—older even 
than mankind itself, because it takes 
thousands of years for slow-moving 
nature to build up a 45-doot plateau. 
“ But greater surprises 
were 
in 
store for us. 
“As we went deeper, we uncovered 
mastodon bones, well-preserved 
re­ 
mains 
of the ancestors of the 
ele- 
jrhant, that used to roam the 
world 
in prehistoric tim es. 
There 
is no 
doubt -about the bones having belong­ 
ed to m astodons, hecauee, on a neigh­ 
boring property, a mile an«! a 
half 
away, some m astodon 
hide, covered 
with eight-inch-loitg black hair, was 
discovered this sum m er in the course 
of-mining operations. 
...................... 
The hide— like 


everything else—was perfectly 
pre­ 
served; age 
cannot 
affect anything 
stored in perpetually froten ground. 
“The 
next 
things 
we discovered 
were the stum ps of three spruce trees 
—not petrified, hut, aside from their 
usual dryness, 
much 
the same as 
spruce trees of today. 
“This made us pause for a momvnt 
—4 o t spruce trees are grow ing w ith­ 
in a few miles 
of 
the mine today. 
How could it be th at we found the 
spruce, characteristic of modern con­ 
ditions, beneath the bones of the trop­ 
ical mam m oths. 
No spruce grows in 
the tropics today; just as no tusked 
elephants live in the A rctic. The trees 
couldn’t have been washed thousands 
of miles from their respective zones 
and piled up together. 
Going deeper 
still, we found more m astodon bones, 
beneath these tre^s and different from 
thsoe uncovered above. 
The nature of 
these showed they had never been ex­ 
pose«! to sea w ater—th a t here was 
their original resting place. 
“This last was the most im portant 
discovery of all—becau*v we believe, 
it gives science a chance to fix a defi­ 
nite date as to when the world went 
aw ry and 
the 
Arctic 
and tropics 
changed places. 
As the sprucv trees 
foui ri at an approxim ate depth 
of 
50 feet are sim ilar to those alive in the 
same locality today, the fact is es- 
tablishe«* that they were ^ u r’c«l a f­ 
ter the change in clim ates had come. 
“ The - «witch in zones m s: 
have 
occurred after the burial of deeper 
bonvs, being 
at 
that tim e tropical. 
When the spruce trees were covered 
the clim ate of Alaska was as today. 
Then came another tropical era and 
more 
m ammoths 
wvre* 
covered. 
G radually 
the 
Arctic cli.v.c 
crept 
back until things are as they 
are 
n<-w*\
